WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (AP).— 
Conceding variations in Govern- 
ment warplane figures, the White 
House called today for a Defense 
Commission report which it said 
would present a “reconciliation es- 
timate” on planes already ordered.

and Treasury departments, the 
Defense Commission and by Sen- 
ator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia. 

The White House secretary

Different Ways of Counting. 


He explained that the army and 
navy have various ways of count- 
ing planes under contract. One 
service, Early said, might count a 
contract signed even though it 
would need rewriting after pend- 
ing legislation was passed; the 
other might not count such a con- 
tract as having been signed. 

Early said a system had been 
worked out to “bridge over uncer- 
tainties due to pending iegislation” 
whereby manufacturers get “let- 
ters of intention” permitting them 
to obtain materials for planes 
pending receipt of a final contract.

Vichy Cabinet Announces That De- 
cree Will "Be Promulgated 
Tomorrow.

The law had been in force since 
April 21, 1939. Despite its provi- 
sions newspapers recently have as- 
sailed “Jewish capitalistic” influ- 
ences over France’s former govern- 
ments.

Catholic Bishops Pledge Loyalty 
To Hitler, Thank Troops, DNB Says 


BERLIN, Aug. 27 (AP).—A sol- 
emn pledge of loyalty to Adolf 
Hitler by the German Catholic 
Bishops Conference at Fulda is to 
be read to the faithful from pulpits 
at the end of the war, DNB, offi- 
cial news agency, said today. 

The pledge to Hitler is contained 
in expressions of gratitude to Ger- 
man troops adopted by the confer- 
ence which ended Aug. 22. ‘ 

The agency said the view. pre- 
dominated at the conference that 
“the Catholic church in Germany 
is indebted to German troops for 
the victorious advance and defense 
of the German homeland. With- 
out the successful warding off of 
enemy invasion by German armed 
forces, German Catholics could not

“Publication of the pastoral let- 
ter, customary in past years after 
conclusion of the conference, is to 
be postponed until after the final 
victory of German troops,” it added.

REGISTRATION OF ALIENS “= 
BEGUN HERE AT 14 STATIONS 


Mayor Dickmann. Urges Non-Citizens to 
Comply— Warns Against Paying 
Anyone for Fingerprinting. 


Registration and fingerprinting 
of aliens living in the St. Louis 
area began today at 14 stations, all 
but two of them in postoffice 
branches. 

Under the recent Alien Registra- 
tion /.ct, the nation’s 3,600,000 non- 
citizens will have until Dec. 26 to 
appear in penson, fill out registra- 
tion forms and have their finger- 
prints taken. 

A proclamation by Mayor Ber- 
nard F. Dickmann urged all St. 
Louis aliens to comply with the 
act. It quoted the words of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt when he signed the 
measure: “The registration does 
not carry with it any stigma or im- 
plication of hostility toward those 
who, while they may not be citi- 
zens, are loya] to this country and 
its institutions.” 


In a supplementary statement, 
the Mayor reminded aliens that 
registration under the law is free 
and warned them against persons 
offering to register them or take 
their fingerprints for money. 

Any person not born in the Unit- 
ed States and not a citizen by nat- 
uralization should register. This 
includes those who have taken out 
first papers, but have not yet re 
ceived certificates of naturalization. 
Aliens under 14 years of age, whose 
fingerprints will not be taken, may 
be registered by parents or guar- 
dians, On reaching 14 these per- 
sons will be required to appear i 
person and be fingerprinted. 

A receipt card will be sent to 
every alien who registers. Penalty 
for failure to register, refusing to 
be fingerprinted or for giving false 


replies to questions on the registra- 
tion form is $1000 fine and six 
months’ imprisonment. All infor- 
mation given in registration will be 
confidential.

ON AIDING BRITISH 


Told Not to Oppose Italians 
If They Try to Drive 
English Out — Premier 
Denies Resigning. 


ROME, Aug. 27 (AP).—Virginio 
Gayda warned Egyptians today 
against opposing Italian efforts to 
drive British troops from their 
country if they wish to keep their 
independence, 

The warning was the second is- 
sued in as many days by the au- 
thoritative editor in the newspaper 
Il Giornale d'Italia, indicating 
Italy's intention eventually of at- 
tacking in the Egyptian sector to 
prevent it from becoming a spring- 
board for a British thrust at Ital- 
ian Africa or Italy itself. 

Il Telegrafo of Leghorn, Foreign 
Minister Count Ciano’s newspaper, 
says it is “sure” that Marshal Ro- 
dolfo Graziani’s “sword will cut the 
enigma” raised by the “threat” to 
Italy from Egyptian territory, al- 
though the Egyptian people are 
“friendly.” 

Gayda said a large part of the 
Egyptian nation was hostile toward 
the Government’s pro-British atti- 
tude. Italy was not thinking of 
fighting Egypt, he repeated, but 
only of dominating the British 
forces with the idea of making 
Egypt “really independent.” 

Gen. Ilio Jori, a military expert 
writing in Il Corriere Padano, said 
Khartoum, capital and principal 
garrison city of the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian Sudan, and Nairobi, capital of 
Kenya colony and a railroad cen- 
ter, were likely objectives of the 
next Italian offensives. 


Premier of Egypt Denies Report of 
Cabinet Resignation. 

CAIRO, Aug. 27 (AP).—Egypt’s 
political situation was con- 
fused today when Premier Hassan 
Sabry Pasha announced that his 
Cabinet was holding office despite 
an earlier announcement that it 
had quit. 

“There is no change,” the Pre- 
mier declared. “The Cabinet has 
not resigned.”

He said the manual, No. 2000-25, 
defined democracy “in these sub- 
versive terms”: 
“Democracy: A government of the 
masses. Authority derived through 
mass meeting or any other form of 
direct expression, results in mob- 
ocracy. Attitude toward property 
is communistic—negating property 
rights. Attitude toward law is that 
the will of the majority shall regu- 
late, whether it be based upon delib- 
eration or governed by passion, 
prejudice and impulse, without re- 
straint or regard to consequence, 
results in demogagism, license, agi- 
tation, discontent, anarchy.” 

Johnson’s comment was: 

“One might think that was Mr. 
Hitler or Mr. Mussolini talking, in- 
stead of the army of the United 
States. An army officer’s concep- 
tion of the proper government evi- 
dently is that it should be a one- 
man government.” 

Before Senator Johnson started 
his speech, Senator Smathers 
(Dem.), New Jersey, criticised Con- 
gress for “two months of speech- 
making” on the conscription and 
National Guard bills.

Chief of these was an amend- 
ment by Senator Lodge (Rep.), 
Massachusetts to limit the service 
of peacetime conscrints to the 
Western Hemisphere. The Cham- 
ber voted down, 39 to 32, .» pro- 
posal by “Senator Clark (Dem.), 
Missouri, to narrow the service 
area to the continental United 
States and American possessions. 
Previously, the Senate adopted 
a compromise proposal by Lodge 
which fixed 900,000 as the maxi- 
mum number of conscripts to be 
in training at any one peacetime 
period. 

Lodge’s proposal restricting serv- 
ice to the Western Hemisphere con- 
formed to a similar provision in 
legislation authorizing the Presi- 
dent to order the National Guard 
and army reserves into active serv- 
ice. 

On Lines of Guard Bill. 

Taking the guard legislation as a 
model, the Senate proceeded to ap- 
prove other amendments molding 
the conscription bill along similar 
lines. 

It adopted an amendment by Sen- 
ator Gurney (Rep.), South Dako- 
ta, striking out a provision au- 
thorizing the National Labor Re- 
lations Board to institute court 
proceedings to force the re-employ- 
ment of a conscript who had com- 
pleted the year’s training speci- 
fied in the bill. 

It provided for civil court trials 
of draft dodgers instead of hear- 
ings before military tribunals and 
voted to prohibit any person con- 
nected with the military establish- 
ment from becoming a member of a 
social draft boara. 

Without audible obections, the 
Senate wrote into the measure an 
amendment by Barkley to authorize 
the appropriation of funds to carry 
out the terms of the bill, tnus clear- 
ing the way for quick congres- 
sional action to provide the money 
needed. 


Substitute Proposals. 


With these and other amendments 
out of the way, Barkley pronounced 
the bill “nearly ready” for the final 
vote, except for action on the three 
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substitutes. 


These all proposed delays, in one 
form or another, of the actual in- 
duction into military service of the 
young men from 21 through 30 
years old who would be required to 
register under terms of the Burke- 
Wadsworth measure. 


Senator Maloney (Dem), Connec- 
ticut, proposed that one-year vol- 
untary enlistments be tried until 
Jan. 1. If these failed to fill the 
army’s quota, conscription would 
go into effect. 


Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, advocated i. his substi- 
tute that conscription be postponed 
until Congress should declare a na- 
tional emergency. 

A third substitute sponsored by 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, would 
set up a system of voluntary en- 
listments linked with the voluntary 
training of college students. 


Injection of Side issues. 


The Senate did not reach this ad- 
vanced point on the legislation, 
however, without the injection of 
some side issues. 

Senator Clark of Vissouri of- 
fered, and then temporarily with- 
drew, an amendment to create a 
new department of national de- 
fense, with undersecretaries for 
the army, navy and air force, sup- 
planting the present War and Navy 
|\departments. 

No sooner had Clark agreed to 
defer action than Senator Reynolds 
(Dem.), North Carolina was on his 
feet with an amendment for de- 
portation of Harry Bridges, West 
Coast maritime labor leader. This, 
too, was later withdrawn. 

Reynolds’ amendment was simi- 
lar in content to a bill previously 
passed overwhelmingly by the 
House, but sidetracked by the Sen-

The dented and damaged Sealion 


limped home Aug. 10 after a blind 
trip across the North Sea with the 
wreckage of the periscopes lashed 
to her deck. 

Commander Bryan said that at 
the start of his North Sea patrol 
he sank the only German vessel] he 
could find—a 3300-ton storeship, 


and then ventured close to the Ger- 
man base. There the Sealion came 
among the ships of a German con- 
voy and spent an exciting hour 
stalking the game. 

Two prospective victims shifted 
course in time to escape. One 
turned directly toward the Sealion 
at close quarters. 

“There was a grinding shock 
overhead,” said the commander, 
“and we realized she had struck 
our periscopes. This grinding noise 
was followed by depth charges.” 

Plunging to the bottom, the Sea- 
lion lay silent until the immediate 
danger passed. 

Then on two successive nights 
the submarine cautiously came to 
the surface and made temporary 
repairs, going back to the bottom 
in the daytime. Finally, in shape 
to travel, though without her 
“eyes,” the submarine escaped Ger- 
man waters and came home.

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EXCESS PROFIT TAX 
BILL SLATED FOR 
EARLY HOUSE VOTE 


Leaders Hope for Passage 


This Week of Measure 
Unanimously Approved 
by Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (AP).— 
A combination excess profits tax 
and amortization bill—long urged 
as essential for accelerating de- 
fense preparations—was reported 
to the House today with the unani- 
mous approval of its Ways and 
Means Committee. 

After a protracted deadlock over 
some of the measure’s provisions, 
the committee reached agreement 
late yesterday, and leaders were 
hopeful that the House would pass 
the bill before the end of the week. 

The bill contains these main pro- 
visions: 

1. It would impose on corpora- 
tions an excess profits tax of 20 
to 50 per cent, with the object of 
preventing “war millionaires.” 

2. It would permit defense in- 
dustries to deduct from taxable in- 
come and profits over a five-year 
period the full cost of expansion 
necessary to handle defense orders. 

3. It would suspend the present

Under the average earnings meth- 
od, a corporation's profits would be 
excess and taxable if they exceeded 
the average of its earnings for the 
four years, 1936 to 1939, inclusive. 

Under the invested capital meth- 
\od, a firm would be allowed from 
a minimum credit of 7 per cent to 
a maximum of 10 per cent on its 
invested capital during the 1936- 
1939 base years, depending on the 
percentage of earnings of the 
company on its invested capital 
during those years.

Greece took pains to assure Ger- 
many anew of its friendship. Yugo- 
slav statesmen stressed their desire 
to remain on the best of térms with 
the axis, and even Turkey began to 
soft-pedal its alliance with Brit- 
ain. The wily German Ambassa- 
dor, Franz von Papen, a master at 
this sort of thing, signed a new 
trade agreement with Turkey in 
August which partly neutralized the 
Turkish-English setup. 

The achievement of all these 
startling results within one year 
would perhaps not have been pos- 
sible, had Russia been inimical to 
the Reich. Hitler realized this. He 
therefore completely reversed the 
official German attitude toward the 
big neighbor shortly before World 
War IT broke out, and through For- 
eign Minister Joachim von Ribben- 
trop concluded a pact with Moscow 
on Aug. 23, 1939, which changed 
the map of Europe. 

Indorsed Russian Claims. 

Hitler, naturally, had .to offer 
something for this new political 
friendship when enabled him to de- 
vote all energies to the west after 
his walk-away in Poland. He de 
clared his disinterestedness in the 
Eastern Baltic, and indorsed Ras- 
sian claims to Bessarabia and cer- 
tain parts of Poland. 

Finland received a cold shoulder 
when it looked for German sympa- 
thy in its struggle with Russia. Es- 
tonia, Latvia and Lithuania ceased 
to exist as independent states and 
became part of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. Ukraine and 
other eastern sections of Poland re- 
verted to Russian rule. Bessarabia, 
too, was re-annexed by Russia, and 
even Northern Bucovina was taken 
by the Russians as a punitive meas- 
ure, with the full approval of the 
Reich. 

Relations with Italy during the 
first year of the war deepened un- 
til on June 10, Mussolini entered 
the fray as an active belligerent.

REARMAMENT ON THE CUFF. 

Two months ago, when the fall of France awak- 
ened this country to the necessity of large-scale 
rearmament, the American people, without waiting 
to be asked, virtually besought the administration 
to impose additional taxes to pay the cost of defense. 

To date. only relatively slight steps have been 
taken by President Roosevelt and Congress to meet 
this demand. In the latter part of June, when the 
cost of rearmament was placed at about five billion 
dollars, Congress increased ircome taxes about $400,- 
000,000 a year and raised corporation and luxury 
taxes so as to bring an additional $600,000,000 a year. 

Since that time, the five-billion-dollar figure has 
become ancient history.

take in the World War of paying too much of the 
bill from borrowings and too little from war taxes. 
Even so, we paid 30 per cent of the cost then from 
taxes. Unless we reverse the present trend, we are 
going to rely far more upon borrowing in the present 
rearmament drive than we did in 1917 and 1918. 
And this although we entered the World War with 
virtually no Federal indebtedness, whereas our na- 
tional debt now towers to 44 billions. 

There is, of course, ample room in our tax struc- 
ture for increasing the share of the rearmament 
‘cost to be paid by current taxation. In the brackets 
below $50,000, our present income taxes seem a mere 
feather to bear, compared with the existing war rates 
in Britain. In Britaia, a married man with an in- 
come of $4000 must pay $844 in taxes. An American 
with the-same family and income is called upon to 
pay $35.20. 

The opportunity to increase Federal revenues does 
not end with personal income taxes. The inheritance 
tax exemption of $40,000 (plus an additional $40,000 
in insurance) is indefensible in the present situation. 

Our inheritance tax laws have other loopholes 
which should be plugged. For example, it is possible 
for a very rich man, under certain conditions, to 
give a third of his fortune to charity without dimin- 
ishing the residue which his heirs will receive after 
taxes are collected. Under existing conditions, the 
Government can ill afford a law which allows a man 
to purchase a reputation for philanthropy at public 
expense. 

It is unfortunate that we have reached the present 
emergency without having repealed the tax exemp- 
tions enjoyed by Government securities. Although 
there are new obstacles to removing the exemptions 
now, the balance of the argument is still in favor 


of carrying through this long-needed reform and 
thus banishing the “storm cellar” in which persons 
of very large incomes have taken refuge. 

It would be foolish to conjure up the bogy of infla- 
tion as an immediate danger. But it would be equal- 
ly foolish not to recognize that the danger of infla- 
tion may arise in the years ahead unless we take 
steps to meet more of the cost of government by 
taxation and less by bond issues. 

Until two or three years ago, everyone considered 
the pound sterling impregnable. Today, it has lost 
20 per cent of its value in Britain and considerably 
more on the free exchanges outside Great Britain. 

The danger of further inflation is sufficiently se- 
rious for spokesmen for the British Labor party to 
object that wage earners are under a disadvantage 
in having to pay their income tax out of their 
salaries week by week while other classes pay their 
income tax at the end of the year, when depreciation 
of the pound may have lightened the blow. 

Possibly it is unrealistic to expect Congress to 
come to grips with the problem of defense taxes in 
an election year, but it may turn out that the party 
in power is making a mistake in underestimating 
the financial patriotism of the American people.

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MEMPHIS HITS THE SAWDUST TRAIL. 

Memphis, which until recently prided itself upon 
being the widest-open town in the Mississippi Val- 
ley, is undergoing a moral metamorphosis. 

The gambling palaces and the bawdy houses upon 
which the city authorities used to smirk benignly 
are now shut tight—though it has been necessary

But the R. A. F., soaring like super-eagles through 
impossible spaces, are accomplishing more than un- 
imaginable deeds of valor, more than the muses of 
all the poets ever conceived. They are flouting the 
seer’s lament that “youth is glorious but it isn’t a 
career.” The British airmen, youngsters most of 
them, are magnificently demonstrating that, in this 
historic crisis, youth is a career, the one career so 
magically endowed as to refute the pagan philosophy 
of totalitarianism that defies the state and derides 
the individual. 

For these British airmen are individuals. They do 
not merely carry out plans of a strategist formu- 
lated in his remote official tent. In the blaze of 
do-or-die conflict, each must depend on his own skill 
and generalship in the unpredictable situations of 
the impalpable air. They are, supremely, the cap- 
tains of their own souls. 

If the miracle of science has been satanically per- 
verted, may it not be said that, by the irresistible gén- 
ius of democracy which liberated the human spirit, 
man has come, rightfully, into the possession of 
wings?

A SLIGHT DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 

In a current editorial from the Daily Tribune 
of Albert Lea, Minn., the Post-Dispatch is de- 
scribed as the “New Deal’s most effective spokesman 
in the Mississippi Valley.” 

But the Capital News of Jefferson City has a dif- 
ferent slant. It recently described us as an “old 
deal Republican metropolitan sheet.” 

All of which the Post-Dispatch finds quite reas- 
suring. When we are being described in such dia- 
metrically opposite terms as these, we may hope 
that we are not failing to follow that part of our 
platform which says: “Always be drastically inde- 
pendent.” 
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The Gallup poll gives New Jersey to the Republi- 
cans, but Boss Hague of Jersey City says the State 
will go for Roosevelt by 350,000 votes. When such 
authorities as these clash, somebody’s reputation as 
a prophet is bound to suffer. 
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MORE THAN MEETS THE EYE. 

This British effort to make available to us bases in 
Newfoundland, Bermuda and the West Indies is not 
the simple thing it seems. It ought to be a straight 
quid-pro-quo business proposition. So far, however, 
it is only to be seen through a glass darkly. 

What is clear is that we are offered a 99-year 
lease, rather than actual ownership. In return, there 
is expected from us—putting aside, for the moment, 
those 50 destroyers—at least a partial cancellation 
of war debts. It is-being hinted, however, that this 
should entail a lifting of the restrictions of the John- 
son Act. For the English, this makes sense. 

To Whitehall the extension of new credits must be 
of greater moment than the good-will to be gained 
by taking up a “chit” that has been so long ignored. 
But to the United States, this is not an unmixed 
blessing. It may mean a repetition of the process 
that piled up the original debts. Further, a lease 
might well find us defending British territory. 

We have obligated ourselves to protect portions 
of the Empire. We respect that obligation. But 
the defense of our shores—and perhaps those of 
Canada, too—must be based on American soil. If 
England loses the war in Europe, we cannot afford 
to find-American military and naval establishments 
on soil to which her conqueror may have a better 
claim than ours. 

As we gird ourselves against the potential menace 
of Hitlerism, it becomes increasingly clear that we 
need these bases. We should acquire them not 
through some tortured device that would virtually 
bring us into this war on Britain’s side, but by out- 
right purchase, After all, the consideration we offer 
is a handsome one. And the gentlemen debating in 
the great hall of Westminster should realize that 
the stronger our defenses, the safer their great Ca- 
nadian dominion. 
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A NAZI MONOPOLY. 

The Nazi Government has ordered the Petain re- 
gime in France to stop issuing “false reports.” How 
stupid of the Vichy Government! Does it not know 
that the issuance of false reports in territory under 
German influence is the monopoly of Herr Goebbels?

Democracy in the form of a Republic 
such as the Government of the United 
States, is generally wasteful and inefficient. 
It could hardly be otherwise when so little 
interest is taken in it except at election 
time. Our leaders spend days in preparing 
high-sounding platforms which mean every- 
thing or nothing to all men, and we work 
ourselves into a frenzy for the candidate of 
our choice. 

We then leave the administration of gov- 
ernment, city, county, state, national, to 
men whose primary business is politics and 
who too frequently set about perpetuating 
themselves or their party in office. How 
heedless we have become to the disastrous 
results to which poor government may ulti- 
mately lead! 

Waste and inefficiency in government al- 
ways produce higher operating costs and 
greater public debt. More and more taxes 
follow. Higher taxes place a burden on 
business and the individual—then business 
recedes and unemployment increases. Do- 
mestic markets of the merchant and farmer 
are adversely affected. 

The loss of world trade curtails markets 
for our goods and farm products. Business 
gets’ worse and the bread line increases. 
Our standard of living becomes lower, un- 
rest follows, and finally, when women and 
children cry for bread and there is no 
bread, comes the historic demand for a 
change in the form of. government. If and 
when such change comes, whether by war 
or votes, in walks the dictator and out flees 
freedom. Like old Esau, we will have 
swapped our birthright (so laboriously won 
by our ancestors through ‘age-old travail) 
for promise of a temporarily full stomach.

Taxes must 
go higher. Business problems of govern- 
ment will become greater and more complex. 

It is amusing to note how men cling to 
mere names although the principles repre- 
sented by the names have changed. Repub- 
licans once advocated a more powerful cen- 
tralized government and minimized states’ 
rights. Democrats were advocates of the 
opposite view. Now New Deal Democrats 
have outdone Republicans in centralizing 
government and Republicans express con- 
cern over invasion of states’ rights. The 
old line Democrats are more nearly in ac- 
cord with Progressive Republicans.

“It would be my guess,” he said, 
“that the Germans will attempt to 
occupy Ireland. It would be much 
easier for them to reach Liverpool, 
Manchester and all the west coast 
of England from Ireland than from 
Boulogne or Havre. Would it not, 
now? It would. They will come. 
And if they land, what then? My 
heart is black for Eire and I think 
of the trouble the poor people 
down there are going to be in.” 

“And what about you?” you ven- 
ture to. inquire. 

“Well,” he said, “if they try to 
invade us, we fight. But we'll 
have the aid of the British, don’t 
you see. We'll not have to fight 
alone. We're ready and willing, 
and we’re also armed.” 

“And you'll fight in the territory 
of Eire?” 

“Good heavens, no. We must re- 
spect the boundary, just as we 
have asked them to respect it. 
Somebody should go down south 
and speak softly to the people, rea- 
son with them, explain the dan- 
ger”’— 

Well, you leave it at that, realiz- 
ing that in these parts the shortest 
distance between two truths is a 
paradox.

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N.Y. TIMES TO APPEAL 
NLRB RULING ON GUILD 


New York Newspaper Publish- 
er Attacks Closed Shop 
Provision. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 27 (AP).— 
The New York Times pians to ap- 
peal an adverse Labor Board rul- 
ing on the ground it embraces a 
“fundamental issue” of the closed 
shop in news and editorial depart- 
ments of newspapers. 

The board ordered the Times, in 
a split decision handed down yes- 
terday, to reinstate, with back pay, 
two former employes it alleged 
were discharged for union activi- 
ties and to transfer a third em- 
ploye to his former position from 
which, it was charged, he was shift- 
ed because of membership in the 
American Newspaper Guild (CIO). 

In a statement announcing the 
case would be appealed to the Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
Publisher Arthur Hays Sulzberger 
said: 

“Two members of the Labor 
Board held that the Times violat- 
ed the Wagner Act in advising the 
Newspaper Guild in the course of 
negotiations that it would require 
an affirmative open-shop clause in 
any contract with that union. 

“The New York Times has never 
in the past opposed the Newspaper 
Guild as such. It has opposed this 
closed shop provision which is in- 
corporated in the guild constitu- 
tion. It believes such a provision 
contrary to the best principles of 
newspaper making.” 

Sulzberger pointed out that the 
Times had closed shop contracts 
with other unions, but that these 
were in mechanical departments 
“whose members are not concerned 
with reporting or editing the news.”

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DUKE OF BEDFORD DIES, 
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Three Committees to Consider 


ADD OF BRITISH KINGS 


Served, Edward VII George V 
~—— One of Four Wealthiest 
of His Rank. 7 


LONDON, Aug. 27 (AP)—The 
Duke of Bedford died today at Wo- 
burn Abbey He was 82 years old. 


Herbrand Arthur Russell, elev- 
enth Duke of Bedford, held the 
rank of Lieutenant in the Grena- 
dier Guards and Lieutenant-Colon2! 
commanding the Third Battalion 
of the Bedfordshire regiment and 
served both in the World War and 
in the Egyptian campaign of 1882. 

He was an aid to the Earl of 
Dufferin, Viceroy of India, from 
1884 to 1888, and later served as 
aide-de-camp bcth to King Edward 
VII and King George V. 

He is succeeded to his title by his 
son, the Marquess of Tavistock. 

Active in scientific and social 
enterprises, he had been president 
of the Zoological Society of Lon- 
don, of the University College Hos- 
pital and the Imperial Cancer Re- 
search Fund. 

He was one of England’s four 
richest Dukes. 

He had the estate at Woburn and 
what he once called “the fortunate 
possession of a few lodging houses 
in Bloomsbury,” where the Univer- 
sity of London and the Ministry of 
Information are situated. 

In 1913, the Duke sold part of 
his London properties for £2,750,- 
000 (then about $13,750,000). 

His wife, the Duchess of Bedford, 
was the famous “flying Duchess” 
killed when her plane fell into the 
sea in March, 1937. . 

The Duke lived alone with his 
secretary on the Woburn estate, 
which included a great park, a huge 
collection of animals and birds and 
many art treasures. He had accom- 
modations for 60 guests, but a sin- 
gle guest was a rarity.

Democracy Course in Schools 


Superintendent Anderson/| DYNAMIC DEMOCRACY 
Will Appoint Groups to|| COURSE IN PITTSBURGH 
Study Problem of Such SCHOOLS ANNOUNCED 


Education for Pupils. PITTSBURGH, Aug. 27 (AP). 
R. BEN G. GRAHAM, su- 
perintendent of public 
schools here, announced that 

in the coming term Pittsburgh 

teachers would turn their em- 
phasis from “democracy and 
peace” to “democracy and 
strength.” ; 

Children will be taught “an 
effective democracy and a dy- 
namic patriotism,” he said. “They 
must understand how the nation 
can develop and solve its prob- 
lems in the democratic way 
without resorting to totalitarian 
methods,” he added. 


Superintendent of Instruction Ho- 

mer W. Anderson announced today 
that he would appoint three com- 
mittees shortly after the opening 
of the school term next week which 
would consider and study the prob- 
lem of “teaching democracy in the 
schools.” 
One committee will be composed 
of members of the community, 
teachers and principals. It will 
formulate “a general statement of 
the fundamenial purposes of educa- 
tion in a democracy.” The other 
two committees will be composed 
only of members of the teaching 
and administrative staffs. One will 
devise methods for teaching democ- 
racy throughout the schoo] system, 
while the other will concern itself 
with a specific course, entitled 
“American Problems,” to be offered 
to high school seniors. 

Anderson’s announcement fol- 
lowed his recent indorsement of a 


our democracy has a system of 
checks and balances, for instance, 
and how it was that this system 
was first devised. 

“On the other hand, the classes 
will be allowed to discuss topics 
arising out of the personal experi- 
ences of some of its members. If 
one of the boys is a son of an un- 
employed laborer, he would be per- 
mitted to give a description of his 
home life. Such topics would have 
to be carefully handled, of course, 
but we want to make the discus- 
sion of American life ,as realistic 
as possible.” 

Changes Proposed. ' 

A plan of reorganization of the 
Instruction Department will be 
proposed by Superintendent An- 
derson to the Instruction Commit- 
tee tonight. As part of the plan, 
direction of all elementary schools 
will be under Assistant Superin- 
tendent George L. Hawkins. Un- 
der the old system supervision of 
elementary schools was divided 
among several assistant superin- 
tendents on a geographical basis. 

Plans for remodeling the sixth 
floor of the Board of Education 
Building to include a library, sam- 
ple textbook room and filing room 
are being prepared for submission 
to the Building Committee. The 
new library and special rooms 
would occupy the large open sec- 
tion in the Instruction Depart- 
ment. Books for teachers and ad- 
ministrators at present are scat- 
tered about in various offices. The 
library would have a capacity of 
about 4000 volumes.

“American Problems” Course. 


Discussing the course in “Ameri- 
can Problems,” Anderson said that 
it would probably be offered for 
the first time next February, at 
the start of the second semester. It 
will be a flexible course, with no 
set plan of study for each class. 

“It will be more like a college 
course,” Anderson said, “in which 
the pupils will be urged to think 
things through for themselves and 
to suggest the topics which they 
want to study. The object will be 
to give them a realistic picture of 
American life and to urge them to 
come to tentative conclusions about 
things, except about the fundamen- 
tal principles of democracy, on 
which they should have firm con- 
victions. 

“It will show them that in a de- 
mocracy they still have a choice, 
and that the responsibility of mak- 
ing a good choice lies with them. 
It will not be propaganda for any- 
thing except for being a better 
American.” 

Anderson said that the course 
at first would be elective, but F. 
M. Underwood, an assistant super- 
intendent, suggested that “in time 
it will become so important we will 
have to make it compulsory.” 

The course would not demand 
that any two class groups study the 
same things, Anderson said, point- 
ing out that the only requirement 
would be that they discuss some 
American topic or problem. The 
classes would also be free to treat 
any problem which any of its mem- 
bers would illustrate from personal 
experience. 

“We will want to demonstrate to 
the pupils that democracy can 
work in the classroom itself,” An- 
derson continued. “Not all the dis- 
cussion will be political. If one 
class wants to take up safety, that 
will be well and good. Public safe- 
ty is as essential to the working 
of a democracy as political parties. 

How the Course Is Planned. 

“But if a class takes up a polit- 
ical topic, we will want its mem- 
bers to learn why public affairs 
are conducted as they are, as well 
as the way in which they are run. 
We will want them to know why

Frank Leslie Clendenen, who 
taught thousands of St. Louisans to 
dance, died last night at his home, 
743 Fairview avenue, Webster 


Groves, fater a lingering illness. 
He was 76 years old. 


Coming to St. Louis in 1905 from 
Davenport, Ia, Mr. Clendenen 


opened a dancing school at Vernon 
and Arcade avenues, which he con- 
tinued to operate until 1921. Later 
he established the Rose Hill Danc- 
ing Academy at Hamilton and 
Maple avenues, which he operated 
until 1928. He then moved his 
school to 6677 Delmar obulevard, 
University City, and called it the 
Clendenen School of Dancing. 

He remained active in the teach- 
ing of dancing until January of 
this year, when poor health forced 
him to close his school. He taught 
stage as well as ballroom dancing 
and many of his students later 
achieved fame. He was author of 
textbooks which are used by danc- 
ine teachers throughout the coun- 
ry. 

A firm believer in decorum on 
the dance floor, he would often 
eject from his dance halls those 
whose conduct he did not approve. 
In 1921 he announced that his hall 
would be closed to the public “until 
public tastes and manners im- 
proved.” He blamed the then pop- 
ular “toddle” and “shuffle” for 
dance hall conditions, and said that ~*~ 
he was in favor of a strong regu- 
lation. 

He was a member of several 
dancing organizations, was at one 
time district supervisor for the 
National Association of Dancing 
Masters, and was a member of the 
Imperial Society of Dance Teachers 
of London. 

His wife died in 1936. He is sur- 
vived by two sons, Fontaine K, 
Clendenen and Lionel K. Clendenen, 
and a daughter, Mrs. Philip N.

In both sight and sound Mem- 
phis lodges were represented with 
distinction.

This was the first time the city 
at large had a chance to partici- 
pate in the celebrations of the visit- 
ing Elks, but the block of Olive 
street between Ewing and Cardinal 
avenues has been gay ever since 
their arrival Saturday. 

Its curbs are lined with automo- 
biles of all makes, ages and varie- 
ties of state licenses. Along the 
sidewalks hawkers do a brisk busi- 
ness selling convention canes, sou- 
venir toys, postcards, and buttons 
stamped with the American flag 
to delegates in fezzes, their wives 
wearing badges of the Ladies’ Aux- 
filiary, and their children. 

Pamphlets ranging from “The 
Watchword, Explaining Theocratic 
Government” to a “Joe Louis Scrap- 
book” are offered the visiting Elks 
ata nickel. For 25 cents delegates 
are asked to buy special convention 
papers with their own names in 
headlines to send to the folks back 


Elks’ Rest, a carnival and outdoor 
cafe were going strong. Signs in- 
formed delegates that there was 
hot fried chicken for 15 cents and 
ice cold watermelon for a dime. 
Younger Elks danced to a gramo- 
phone or sat with young women at 
cafe tables. A cigarette girl in a 
bright blue skirt and black silk 
stockings did a good trade. 

Convention observers noted what 
may prove to be the beginning of a 
split about lodge policy.

“I feel that our pastor could preach a much better sermon 
if we could only get the audience worked up to the right emo- 
tional state by our music,” she 
said. “But it is difficult to teach 
people to appreciate good hymns. 
I have worked diligently and with 
gome success, but so many people 
are afraid of their own voices that 
they just won’t sing. Dr. Crane, 
what would you do if you were in 
my place?” 
2 
DIAGNOSIS: In their order of 
psychological importance, the prin- 
cipal purposes of church music 
are, first, to rearouse previous emo- 
tional states probably associated 
with our childhood, our mother’s 
ethical teaching and similar ennobling memories. Second, to 
enlist- our wholehearted participation in this portion of the 
church ritual, since a co-operating audience is much easier to 
influence by a sermon or address. Third, to inspire us to al- 
truistic attitudes by the poetry of the stanzas which we are 
singing. 

Unfortunately, many churches become so enamoured of 
the stanzas that they largely disregard the first two points. 
They will select hymns whose verses embody beautiful thoughts, 
but whose melody and tempo are so unsuited to the lay au- 
dience that few people join in the singing. 

. ie: 

STRANGE HYMNS, moreover, violate the most important 
purpose of church music, for no childhood memories of mother 
and her unselfish teaching are linked to the new tunes. If it 
is necessary to employ new hymns, at least confine them chiefly 
to the children in the Sunday school. But if you wish to arouse 
the adults in an audience, select hymns which are tied up with 
their childhood. As a rule, the average singer pays little or no 
attention to the verses, but drifts away emotionally into a 
return to his youth; to that golden age of childhood. 

Choose hymns, moreover, which have a strong rhythm and 
a certain amount of swing. Don't use a tempo suited for fu- 
nerals. Slow motion activity, whether in the tempo of music 
or in the behavier of a speaker before an audience, tends to 
put people to sleep. Out of deference to your clergyman, please 
wake up the congregation by encouraging lusty singing. Please 
work up the emotional state of the audience to a more generous 
and kindly plane so your clergyman will have a more receptive 
field in which to show his ethical precepts. 


x RR 

JUST BECAUSE you graduated from a school of music or 
enjoy showing off your own soprano voice, don’t let your selfish 
interests becloud your wisdom in dealing with an audience. Re- 
member, men cannot follow your soprano calisthenics. They 
like strong, stirring melodies but in a lower range. Don’t turn 
up your nose at what you consider simple church music, if it 
gets the audience to participate. 

If you want to know the kind of music which really stimu- 
lates a crowd, visit one of those traveling evangelists who 
preach in tabernacles of wood or cloth at the edge of town.

Strain on Eyes

OAV much harm is done to the 
H eyes by reading on trains, air- 

planes, automobiles or by any 
kind of flickering light? How much 
harm is done by reading in dim 
light, or by long sessions at the 
movies? 

No permanent harm, all but the 
most fussy oculists will agree. 

True, it requires more energy 
and strain than reading in a steady 
light. If you walk over a rough 
road, up hill and down, over stones 
and in and out of holes, you are 
more tired than covering the same 
distance on the level. But you do 
not do any permanent damage to 
your legs, 

So flickering lights cause more 
and more rapid muscular adjust- 
ments and the procedure tires your 
eyes. But it doesn’t “ruin” them, 
as parents are apt to say in warn- 
ings. It does no permanent dam- 
age. Headaches result, and general 
bodily fatigue, and heavy, burning 
feelings of the eyes. 

For those who have visual de- 
fects such attempts may have more 
serious consequences. Near-sight- 
ed persons, particularly under 30, 
when the eyeball is soft, may put 
such a muscular strain on the eye- 
ball as to result in increased and 
permanent damage. This applies 
also to people with a lack of prop- 
er muscular balance. This does not 
mean those with a definite squint, 
but simply so much muscle weak- 
ness that the eyes can be thrown 
off balance by excessive muscular 
work and strain. 

The minimum amount of illumi- 
nation that is supposed to be nec- 
essary and sufficient for reading 
is placed at 10 foot-candles. Any 
electric light and any reasonable 
ei of daylight will furnish 
this. 

The movies present a_ special 
condition. With modern technique 
the amount of flicker in a movie is 
almost nil. The light also is steady 
and sufficient. The introduction of 
talkies has also made an improve- 
ment. The characters most of the 
time in modern talkies don’t move 
around as much as they used to in 
the movies. This does >t apply, 
of course, to the moments when 
they are falling over cliffs, etc. 
But in most situations they must 
stand still while delivering their 
speeches in order to get the idea 
over. Then in the old days your 
eyes had to endure changes from 
a brightly illuminated scene to a 
dark chart with the legend on it. 
This has been eliminated by the 
talkies. The consequences is that 
experts say the movies are the 
least straining of all methods of 
using the eyes. I know people who 
can go to the movies for hours. but 
invariably have a headache if they 
read 50 pages of print.

resolution and courage for a 

black boy, native of Uganda, 
Central Africa, to decide to go forth 
into a white dominated world, seek 
an education in medicine and re- 
turn to dedicate this knowledge to 
the service of his people. 

Benjamin Kagwa—he already is 
Dr. Kagwa — has moved steadily 
on in his purpose and with remark- 
able thoroughness, until now he 
is at the stage generally regarded 
as a final step in the educational 
requirements of a full fledged doc- 
tor, serving an internship in a hos- 
pital. 


However, Dr. Kagwa expects to 
go to England, if all is well there, 
and take an additional year’s course 
in tropical medicine before he re- 
turns to Uganda. In Kampala, his 
home town, a city of 400,000, there 
is a medical school whose staff he 
expects to join and where he will 
pass on to medical students the spe- 
cial knowledge in public health he 
acquired at Columbia University, 
N. Y., and so spread the gospel 
of that service to the 6,000,000 in- 
habitants of the little British pro- 
tectorate, most of whom live in 
scattered rural villages. 

At Homer G. Phillips Hospital 
here, where he is serving his _ in- 
ternship, the young doctor traced 
the course of his progress. Kagwa 
is one of the Bantu speaking peo- 
ples and their language and dia- 
lects are noted for their musical 
flow of liquid sounds and syllables. 
This I learned from Ernest Kali- 
bala, another native of Uganda, 
who lectured here last spring and 
would recite examples of the Ban- 
tu language. He was an educator, 
head of a school in Kampala and 
a public speaker who had concen- 
trated on mastery of the English 
tongue and spoke it easily. What 
he said about the Bantu speech 
was verified in Kagwa as he slurred 
over most of our consonants s0 
that it wasn’t always easy to fol- 
low his rapid, rippling vowels. 

“My country,” he said, “is ruled 
by a king under the protection of 


[- must have taken considerable 


Great Britain. Our king or Ka- 
baka’ is an African who is the 
hereditary representative of a dy- 
nasty 500 years old. 

“Our people,” explained Kagwa 
with a trace of pride, “are sup- 
posed to have come long ago from 
Northern Africa, from Egypt by 
way of Abyssinia and Arabia, Our 
people have always woven cloth 
from fibers and worn clothes like 
the early Egyptians. 


“IT am no anthropologist, but I 
can see the difference between our 
people and those of the Congo who 
were driven out by the conquerors 
from the north. We of the newer 
people are tall and have straight 
noses, while the older native people 
are short and stocky with broad 
noses. 

“Each district under the king is 
ruled by a governor. My father is 
one of these, a saza. My parents 
are both Christians, educated in 
the mission schools. I went to 
Kings College which was founded 
by missionaries but is now sup- 
ported by our own government. I 
finished junior college there, then 
was sent to England to the Univer- 
sity of London. 

“I was the only one of my three 
sisters and two brothers who want- 
ed to go abroad. In England, I 
met American Negroes who told 
me of schools exclusively for Ne- 
groes in this country. So I came 
here, to Lincoln University in 
Pennsylvania, for my pre-medics. 
I received my B. A. degree there, 
then went to Columbia, where I 
took my master’s degree in public 
health. Then I spent four years 
at New York University medical 
school, which is connected with 
Bellevue Hospital, and received my 
M. D.” 


Theoretically, he could have in- 
terned at Bellevue, although prac- 
tically there are difficulties for a 
Negro, he said. Staffed by whites, 
with white residents and other doc- 
tors, a Negro does not have full 
opportunity to practice in all the 
services. He could also have in- 
terned at Harlem Hospital, which

When health is 
impaired, either by worrying too 
much, or by some physical mal- 
adjustment, the skin is robbed of 
its normal, healthy coloring and ap- 
pears sallow. 

Improv-r elimination caused by 
an unbalanced diet, or sluggish cir- 
culation caused by insufficient ex- 
ercise, will cause a sallow complex- 
ion. Nervous indigestion, which is 
frequently a companion of worry, 
is another possible cause. These 
ailments must be remedied at their 
source before the skin can regain 
its normal] loveliness. 


If a woman begins at the begin- 
ning she can bring new beauty to 
sallow skin. First, she must estab- 
lish daily, regular and complete 
elimination through methods other 
than resorting to a drug. She should 


S ALLOW skin is nature’s way of 


‘schedule her days and nights so 


there is regularity in meal hours 
and in sleeping hours. She must 
learn which foods aid in correct- 
ing constipation. Among these are 
stewed figs, applesauce, raw apples, 
bran in cereal form, a mixture of 
prune juice with a citrus juice, 
mixed green salads well chewed, 
lemon juice taken in hot water 
upon rising, and steamed cooked 
leafy vegetables taken at mealtime. 


Next she must exercise and sun 
her body. If she lacks the energy 
to concentrate on specific calis- 
thenics at home (lethargy is like- 
ly to be experienced if the skin is 
sallow,, she can turn on the radio 
and dance about the room, bending, 
twisting, leaping, tapping or other- 
wise swinging arms and legs about. 
If she is a housewife and her blan- 
kets and small rugs need airing, 
she should take them out to a 
clothesline and beat them rhyth- 
mically. Doing any chore which 
will bring into action most of the 

muscles of the body is helpful. One 
of the screen’s favorite actresses 
actually cleans her own home once 


a week for the joy of the physical 
activity it gives her! Any woman 
can find some excuse for giving 
her body a needed workout every 
day. 

At least for one-half hour each 
day, she should get out under the 
sun if it is shining. She can take 
a sun bath, .cantily clad or if that 
is impossible, go out without a hat 
and in as loose clothing as possible. 
Then sit or lie in the sun for a 
half hour or longer. A plant does 
not grow to a healthy color if kept 
in the shaded cellar—neither will 
the skin gr w to a healthy color if 
it does not get fresh air and sun- 
shine. 

To improve the appearance of 
a sallow skin while reconditioning 


the body, a tinted foundation may 
be used under make-up. 

Several houses offer richly tint- 
ed foundation creams but a good 
one may be mixed at home. To 
a bit of white foundation cream, 
add several drops of liquid rouge 
and stir it well. The amount of 
rouge used in the cream will de- 
pend upon the tone of your skin. 
A yellowish skin will require more 
rouge than one which appears only 
slightly drab. 


It is better to mix the cosmetic 
freshly each day, using an orange 
stick, and apply it to thoroughly 
washed skin. ver it use makeup 
which is flattering in shades—a 
pinkish-tan powder, a rouge and 
lipstick best suited to skin coloring.

great danger that the defenders, if: 


permitted to hold the first trick, 
would shift to hearts and inevitably 
establish two tricks for themselves 
in that suit before losing their 
club controls. Hence, as the lesser 
of two evils, declarer won the 
opening lead with dummy’s king 
and started the club suit. East 
made a good play by jumping up 
with the club ace (to preserve his 
partner’s club entry, but, unfor- 
tunately for his side, his diamond 
return was fruitless. This was be- 
cause, on the first trick, East had 
frugally followed suit with the six 
spot and now had only the diamond 
queen. When he laid down that 
card, declarer took the precaution 
of presenting him with the trick. 
Now, with one club honor driven 
out, declarer no longer had to fear 
a heart shift. 

Obviously, it made little differ~ 
ence what East played after hav- 
ing been made the highly embar- 
rassing present of the diamond 
queen. He selected a heart. De- 
clarer won, drove out the club 
king, and claimed the balance. Re- 
sult, four no trump. 

There would have been quite a 
different outcome if East had 
known what to do with his dia- 
mond queen. That redundant card 
should have been played on the 
first trick, under the diamond king. 
Then, on the first club lead, it 
would have done East some real 
good to dash up with the club ace 
and return a diamond. Now, West 
would be able to establish his dig- 
mond suit whether or not declarer 
held up the ace, and the club king 
would remain West’s entry for the 
cashing of the diamonds. Result 
down one.
